In exposed situations snows a foot in 
depth are frequently lapped up in a single day without 
even moistening the soil beneath.”

THE up-to-date department store, as every retailer 
knows, strives to combine under one roof the greatest 
hodge-podge of diversified lines Shoe strings or cof- 
fins, Morris chairs or anchovies, shrubbery or school

graph galleries and dentist offices, bankers and lawyers 


books—all is fish to the department store net. 


are all to be found in one of these great trade trust 
establishments. As our readers are well aware, it is a 
common practice of these stores to rent space in their 
stores to individuals for various trade and professional 
purposes. This expansion of the department store idea 
has been given a deserved set back by a recent opinion 
of the New York Court of Appeals. A certain New 
York City department store represented that it carried 
on the practice of dentistry in connection with various 
other “departments,” and it so advertised. A woman 
customer, or patient, having undergone treatment in 
the “dental department,” brought suit for alleged re- 
sultant injury and got a verdict. The defense set up 
by the corporation was that the dental business was not, 
in fact, carried on by it, but was owned by the dentist 
himself. 

But the appellate court held that the company, 
having held itself out as carrying on a dental depart- 
ment and the plaintiff having been ignorant of the fact 
that the company was not the real owner of the dental 
department, the corporation was estopped from making 
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such a denial. For, under the circumstances, the court 
said, “the plaintiff had a right to rely not only on the 
presumption that the company would employ a skillful 
dentist as its servant, but also on the fact that if that 
servant, the dentist, whether skillful or not, was guilty 
of any malpractice, she had a responsible party to an- 
swer therefor in damages.” 

What appears to be a “department” may not be 
one at all, but representing it as such carries with it 
all the liabilities commonly attaching to that business. 
The dentist, the oculist, the chiropodist, the manicure, 
the massagist, or what not, may be altogether too serious 
a burden for department store expansion to carry along. 

* * * 

Tue religious and temperance people are rallying 
to the support of commercial interests in prohibiting 
rural free delivery carriers from acting as drummers for 
wholesale houses. Leading church and temperance so- 
cieties have represented to the department that the car- 
riers not only solicit orders from their patrons, but 
that they actually deliver merchandise in competition 
with the country merchants, and that in several “dry” 
districts or local option sections they are bringing in in- 
toxicating liquors. The carriers find the business lucrat- 
ive, as their commissions have been large. 

* * * 

A STRANGE parallel to the delightful story of 
Rip Van Winkle has just come to light. In May, 1899, 
a man named J. W. Baker, who was working to secure 
a consolidation of the stove manufacturers of the coun- 
try, guaranteed to go through in ninety days, after a 
particularly hard day’s work in trying to hypnotize a 
stove maker into believing that the trust was a good 
thing, wandered off into the woods and fell asleep. In 
June, 1901, this promoter woke up and, unaware that 
two years had elapsed since he started in on his little 
nap, he took up his stove trust program exactly where 
he left it off. 

Two years ago the stove fraternity showed a de- 
cided wariness in nibbling at “Rip” Baker’s unbaited 
hook, and he can hardly expect to be able to form a trust 
today based on ideas of trust promotion that became 
obsolete during his prolonged hibernation. For in- 
stance, Brer. Baker wants stove men to sign the follow- 
ing heads I win, tails you lose agreement: 

“The appraisers to value our properties as manu- 
facturing stove plants. After the valuation has been 
fixed upon these properties, we agree either to accept, 
in pay for the same, seven per cent preferred stock of the 
consolidated company, or io rent the plant to the con- 
solidated company, for a period of five years, on the 
annual rental of seven per cent upon its appraised val- 
uation. At the expiration of the five years, the con- 
solidated company shall have the privilege of extending 
their lease for another five years under a new appraised 
valuation. 

“If, however, we should not desire to sell or rent the 


property, we will agree with the consolidated company 
that stoves shall not be manufactured on said property 
for a period of fifteen years without their consent. 

“We further agree that all of our patterns, ma- 
chinery and foundry appliances, together with office 
fixtures, shall be appraised by a committee of the stove 


manufacturers, each concern going in the consolidation, 
to have one representative on the committee. On the 
appraised value of these properties, we agree to accept, 
in pay for the same, seven per cent preferred stock in 
the consolidated company. 

“We also agree that, upon the transfer of our 
properties, we will deliver to the consolidated company 
all the manufactured goods that we have on hand, at 
foundry cost, and all the raw material at the market 
value at the time of delivery, and will receive in pay for 
the same seven per cent preferred stock of the consoli- 
dated company.” 


In the 49er days in California some storekeepers 
used to cheat the miners in only three ways: (1) They 
weighed his “dust” on short-weight scales. (2) They 
had a small hole in bottom of the scales so part of the 
dust would drip into a receptacle below. (3) They paid 
for this gold in short-weight store truck of inferior 
quality at fancy prices. 

At any rate these miners, after passing through 
their three degrees of fraud, received something in re- 
turn for their dust. What will the stove manufacturer 
who bites at Rip Baker’s scheme get? Of course he 
may get something besides. what Pat found in the 
empty whisky jug, but if he does I doubt it. In the 
confidential letter quoted above the stove maker can 
either rent his plant or keep it idle for fifteen years, as 
no definite promise is made that the foundry will he 
used under any circumstances. 

Two years ago “Rip” Baker said he had all kinds 
of “dough” in his jeans, and just to let the stove 
world know that he was not “touched” during his 730 
days of dalliance in the arms of Morpheus, he asserts 
that he still has pyramids of coin in plain sight. If this 
is so why then does he offer to shovel out preferred 
stock in payment for these plants instead of the cold, 
hard cash ? 


When Baker sprung himself on stovedom two 
years ago as a full-blown trust maker, the “stovers” 
big and little gazed at him with interest as a new and 
unknown species, but while “Rip’s” snores were jarring 
the atmosphere of noon and midnight alike, a number of 
stove magnates became tired of working hard, and in 
order to have a good excuse for visiting some of their 
old cronies and fellow members of the Carrienational 
Association of Stove Manufacturers, they announced to 
their trusting stockholders that they were going to 
form a stove trust and get on the very center of the 
inside. The recent Paris-Berlin automobile race is not 
in it with the struggling competition of rival stove 
trust promoters. Besides the retinned and repolished 
“Rip” Baker, there are two Illinois men, two Ohio men, 
a Missouri man and a Pennsylvania man in the race. 
Each is eager to be the patriot that will save stovedom 
from the machinations-of the other. Each is anxious to 
be a Liliputian Morgan, for when billions are bunched, 
millions become mites. 


Here’s success to the stove trust makers. May all 
seven trusts succeed. May each and every one secure 
two-thirds of the manufacturing capacity of the country.

MODEL STOVES AND RANGES.

The “Model” steel range has a body made 
of extra heavy thickness steel, lined with heavy asbestos 
board and steel.. An extra piece of steel is bolted to 
the left side of the wall of the range leaving an air 
space between it and the body of the range. This 
is an extra protection to keep the enamel from peel- 
ing off from the intense heat which is on that side of 
the range. The walls of the oven doors are fully three 
quarters of an inch thick. The oven tops and’ sides 
are made of one piece of heavy steel, the top being so 
arched as to make it especially strong and it has a very 
heavy cast steel brace firmly rivited across the center. 
The oven bottom has an extra heavy steel plate with 
a heavy cast iron brace and cast iron flue strip firmly 
riveted to it. The oven door is double, with an air 
space between the two sheets to ventilate the oven and 
prevent the nickle from tarnishing. The fire box is 
made large. The back flue is made of sheet steel, except 
the elbow at the bottom which is cast iron. The ash 
pan is made of extra heavy iron. The ornamentation 
is neat and tasteful. 

The Model Leader planished steel cook has two 
walls of steel lined with one-fourth inch asbestos. The 
reservoir casing is cast iron, japanned. The oven top 
is steel, cast iron grating, cemented. The oven bottom 
is of No. 10 steel, extra well braced. The ash pan 
is extra large. The oven doors are hung with spring 
balance. The base sets flat on floor. The fire box 
has two end walls. 

The Art Model cast range, for hard coal, soft coal 
or wood, has large oval fire box with sectional linings 
and duplex grates for coal or wood. The ash pit is 
large and deep and is provided with guards conveying 
the ashes to the center of the ash pan. The flues are 
large and easy of access through opening in the ash 
pit.

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THE RETAILER, HIS RIGHTS AND HIS POWER. 


BY W. P. LEWIS, PRESIDENT OF THE NATIONAL RETAIU 
HARDWARE DEALERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


NATURAL RIGHTS. 

Man was born with lungs. This fact establishes his 
natural right to breathe. He is also born with intellect 
and hands. This fact establishes his natural right to 
labor with mind and muscle. So nature, which is 
neither illogical nor incomplete, also supplies air for 
the lungs and material for mental and physical labor. 
Man’s right, therefore, is to live, to labor and to elect. 
What disposition shall be made of the products of his 
labor are natural rights. They are indefeasible, in- 
alienable, and any system of human relations which de- 
clines to acknowledge the verity of man’s natural rights 
will surely fail. 

THE WRONGS OF SLAVERY. 

Slavery was not wrong because the slave was cruelly 
treated, improperly housed, fed or cared for. This 
affirmation in many cases was untrue. But slavery 
was wrong because man’s natural rights were violated. 

TRADE RIGHTS. 

There is in the commercial world certain “trade 
rights” which may very properly be likened to man’s 
natural rights in that the demand from organized so- 
ciety, which creates the retail hardware man, also 
creates his field of operation. The modern method of 
hardware distribution is rational and sound. First, the 
manufacturer; second, the jobber; third, the retailer. 
These three, in the order named, are the trinity of 
commerce, and their respective spheres are well de- 
fined. The manufacturer supplies the jobber, the jobber 
supplies the retailer, the retailer the consumer. That 
this is the natural relation is thoroughly understood 
by manufacturer, jobber and retailer, and that this 
natural right of the retailer is violated both by the man- 
ufacturer and jobber is evidenced by fact, indisputable. 
Out of this condition grows the contention of the retail 
dealers with the manufacturer and jobber who tramples 
on their natural rights, and out of this condition will 
grow an “irrepressible conflict.” 

BOTH ARE INDISPENSABLE. 

It is idle to talk of the passing of the retailer. It 
is equally absurd to anticipate the decline of the jobber. 
Both are indispensable members of the commercial en- 
tity, and for mutual, profitable existence there should 
be harmonious relations. But the manufacturer and 
jobber, in their zeal for business, overstep the boundary 
of their respective spheres, and, without apology or ado, 
break the first commandment of the commercial deca- 
logue, “Thou shalt not covet retail trade.” 

A FLAGRANT VIOLATION OF RETAILERS’ RIGHTS. 

This tendency to trespass on retail territory is 
manifest in many lines, but the distribution of builders’ 
hardware is a splendid example of the frequent viola- 
tion of the retailers’ natural rights. Jobbers and man- 
ufacturers sell direct and over the heads of their own 
customers, to architects, contractors and owners. These 
are consumers and therefore belong in retail territory. 
It is insufficient to suggest that frequently their wants 
are large, and therefore the manufacturer and jobber 


should sell them. Such fact cannot change their classi- 
fication as consumers. A jobber recently received a 
request from a number of his customers asking that 
he abandon his practice of selling builders’ hardware 
to the consumer. His reply stated that some of the 
orders were large, and the inference was, therefore, that 
he should sell them. And he also inquired what they 
would promise him in return if he would quit the re- 
tail field. 
A STRIKING ALLEGORY. 

The attitude of this jobber toward his clients is 
very similar to that of a vendor of fruit trees who sold 
his customer an assortment of trees. The customer 
held valid title to a piece of ground on which he planted 
the trees. He dug, and pruned, and mulched, and 
sprayed. The vendor came again that way, but the crop 
was scarce and small, so he paid little attention to the 
fruit and offered more trees. His customer bought 
them at the vendor’s price, paid the cash, set out the 
trees and cultivated assiduously. The trees grew large 
and hung heavy with fruit, ruddy and tempting. The 
vendor passed again. He saw the fruit, stepped over 
the boundary and began to pluck and gather and put 
into sacks. The owner (his customer) came and said, 
what right have you to come into my field and take the 
product of my labor? The vendor said, what will you 
promise in return if I quit your field? Such expres- 
sions as these from representative intelligence among 
jobbers indicates outrageous rapacity and greed on one 
hand and leering insolence on the other. 

RETAILERS HAD THE LARGER CAPITALIZATION. 

The retailers of this country are ignorant of their 
power. A recent investigation showed that in a certain 
state the capitalization of the members of the Retail 
Hardware Association exceeded that of the jobbers, and 
the membership did not equal 50 per cent of the state’s 
retailers. 

More than this, the retailer is the one who comes in 
personal contact with the consumer. His encourage- 
ment or disparagement has great weight in the placing 
of his merchandise with consumers. 

CHANGES ARE EASY. 

In the personal experience of the writer an article 
long recognized as the standard of excellence was, and is, 
practically cleared from the shelf and in its place is 
sold the product of a competitive concern, and this is 
done easily. Our profits are materially increased, nor 
is the interest of the consumer in any sense violated. 
His purchase is of a quality which equals any similar 
article produced. The change was made because the 
orignal concern was contemptuous of retailers’ requests. 
The second concern, whose goods we now handle, was 
not. 

THERE IS NO OTHER PLAN. 

The attitude of those concerns who hold the retailer 
in contempt will soon be known to the members of the 
National Association. Every hardware man, anywhere 
in the United States should belong, first, to his state 
organization, and then insist on its affiliation with the 
national. There is absolutely no other plan, argue as 
you may. This is the move. The community of in- 
terest idea, developed by the long heads of railway and 
other interests, is bringing success. It has a ready ap- 
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plication to retail hardware dealers. The national 
organization gives them the one opportunity to be felt 
in the war on those who violate the sanctity of retail 
territory. 

TRENCHANT POINTS. 

First, the membership fee of one dollar is nominal. 
Any man who is sincere will not hesitate because of the 
fee. 

Second. Loyalty to the principles expressed in 
the constitution is of more value than a hundred fees, 

Third. Persistency counts. We should enlist for 
a period equal to that of our sojourn in the hardware 
business. 

Fourth. We are, and in all conscience should be, 
self-supporting. We ask no money contribution and 
will accept no financial aid from any manufacturer or 
jobber in the land. We are men with capital invested. 
Millions in the aggregate. We will give fair treatment 
and will demand fair treatment.

KELSEY WARM AIR GENERATOR. 


The James Smart Mfg. Co., Ltd., Brockville, Ont., 
Canada, send us a large circular calling attention to the 
Kelsey warm air generator, manufactured by the Kelsey 
Furnace Co., Syracuse, N. Y. The Kelsey fire pots are 
durable, as each section forming the fire pot is four 
sided and allows the heat to radiate away from the face 
to the sides and back of same; this, together with the 
fact that fresh air passes directly up through the sec- 
tions prevents that part of the section in contact with 
the fire, becoming over heated. Each section is inde- 
dependent, and has ample room for expansion. The 
air in this generator has two courses to take—through 
the long, hollow sections, or through the air chamber 
between the inside and outside casings. As the sections 
are hottest the main volume of air passes through them, 
but all air mixes before entering the warm air pipes. 
The grates used are the Symth pattern, having four re- 
volving bars, triangular in shape, presenting to the fire 
a new surface at each one-third revolution. The bars 
are each independent from the other, and any one can 
be replaced without the expense of an entire new grate. 

The fire chamber is formed by lacing side by side, 
above and around the grate, a number of upright, cast 
iron sections, with the sides deeply corrugated, and the 
whole section, nearly V shape in form. With such hol- 
low sections set side by side, it is easily seen a per- 
fect cylinder is formed, and it is the center of the 
cylinder thus formed, that provides the fire and com- 
bustion chamber. These hollow, corrugated sections 
widen at the top. The sides of the upright, hollow sec- 
tions above the fire are about 11% inches apart, the backs 
of the several sections being joined together by an over- 
lapping flange cast on the back of each section; this 
overlapping flange is omitted for a space of seven inches 
at the upper end of each section, to allow exit for the 
waste products of combustion. A heavy iron casing en- 
wraps all the castings above the ash pit; a three-inch 
space between the backs of the upright sections and 
the steel casing forms the down draft chamber, con- 
ducting the waste products of combustion to the indirect 
smoke pipe. The outside galvanized iron casing is 
lined with asbestos sheathing and tin, and is distant 
from the inside steel casing four inches, thus provid- 
ing an ample air chamber in addition to the great area 
of all the long hollow sections. 


ROBINSON’S TUBULAR FURNACES. 

The Robinson Furnace Co., Chicago, send us their 
latest catalogue showing the Robinson tubular warm air 
furnaces. The flues in these furnaces are the standard 
3-inch, 4-inch and 5-inch wrought charcoal boiler tubes. 
They are seamless, 24 inches long, and weigh from 7 
to 18 pounds each. The radiators are made with cast 
iron tops and bottoms, and the flues are encased 
in a heavy sheet of refined steel in one piece. The 
joints are all cup joints, and the entire radiator is put 
together with the best quality of asbestos cement. The 
smoke enters the pipe direct when the damper is open, 
but is forced entirely around the radiator when the 
damper is closed, thus making it a full return flue 
radiator. 

Their Eclipse grate, new last year, consists of two 
pieces only. The main grate slopes toward the middle, 
co that the cinders gradually work to the center when 
the grate is shaken. The dump center can be re- 
versed and thereby the fire is freed from cinders with- 
out the use of a poker. 

The Robinson Hot Blast furnace has a fire pot 
composed of three rings, with cup joints that are set to- 
gether with kaolin cement, thus making them gas tight. 
The gas ring has eight sectional linings that form the 
inner part of the ring. These linings can be replaced 
through the feed door without dismounting the fur- 
nace. The radiator is constructed of seamless wrought 
boiler tubes two feet long. The top and bottom plates 
of the radiator are of heavy cast iron, the whole being 
encased in an open hearth steel shell. The tubes fit 
over the collars about 34 inch high on top and bottom 
radiator plates, gnd form a cup joint. These joints are 
packed with asbestos cement. 


MONITOR HOT AIR FURNACES AND COMBINA- 
TION HEATERS.

The Monitor all cast furnace has a solid core cast 
return flue radiator. The smoke pipe collar can be 
placed in any position. The only joint connecting the 
radiator with the body section is a deep cup joint set 
with asbestos cement allowing a large open space. The 
body or feed section has a large exposed surface and 
the air as it flows from below rises, coming in contact 
with the entire heated surface, passing through and 
around the return flue radiator and becoming thor- 
oughly heated before reaching the hot air pipes. 
The fire pot is made of.two heavy solid parts with a cup 
joint exactly in the center. This construction relieves 
it of the strain caused by the expansion and contraction 
of the iron as it alternately heats and cools, at the very 
point where it is required. 

The fire pot has a smooth surface on the inside and 
is of such form as to prevent the ashes from accumulat- 
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ing on the sides. The Monitor wood furnace in portable 
and brick set form has a corrugated cast iron fire box. 
The radiator or drum is of heavy steel plate, gas tight, 
all surface being exposed. The air circulates through 
and around it, thereby utilizing the heat. 

The products of combustion are taken from the 
fire box through an opening at the rear end, which is 
connected to the steel radiator traveling the entire 
length of the radiator and making an indirect draft. 

The Monitor hot water and hot air combination 
heater has as its great feature indirect hot water radia- 
tion.

TENNERS AS ACETYLENE GAS IIEN. 


George Landis Wilson read a paper on “The Future 
of Acetylene Lighting,” before The International Acety- 
lene Association convention at Buffalo, N. Y., recently 
in which he said: “The satisfaction derived by a user 
of acetylene from his apparatus is very closely related 
to the expertness of the man who attended to his instal- 
lation. This being the case, it is natural that much of 
the best work has been and will be done by traveling 
representatives of manufacturers. However, such meth- 
ods are unduly expensive, and it behooves the continu- 
ously successful builder of generators to secure and 
retain local representatives who will qualify themselves 
to handle the business. Specialists are best, but circum- 
stances limit their usefulness for some time to a rela- 
tively small number of points. The established dealer 
who is qualified to install generators and pipe buildings 
for many years must be the outlet for the manufacurer. 
Plumbers, fitters, tinners and machinists with a fair 
mechanical equipment and reasonable amount of energy 
will discover in acetylene a source profit and reputation 
if they choose reliable generators from established re- 
sponsible manufacturers who will properly guarantee 
their goods. In the face of such competition the fakir 
must go back to the gold brick business and the experi- 


mental tinker cannot secure a hearing.”

SHOULD USE A GRAVEL ROOF. 


TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

In response to a recent query in your paper from 
F. H. Bowen, Roachdale, Ind., asking for a method of 
stopping a three-ply tarred felt roof from leaking, 
would advise him to use a gravel roof. If he desires to 
put one of these gravel roofs on he should follow these 
directions : 

(rive the roof a pitch of about one inch to the foot. 
The roof-boards should be laid as even and smooth as 
possible, and free from large cracks and knotholes. 
To have the boards run through a mill and evened to 
a thickness would doubly pay the owner in the dura- 
bility of the roof. Commence at the eaves by ripping 
a piece of felt into one-third and two-third parts in 
width—first putting down the one-third, then the two- 
thirds piece, then full-width sheets, the three edges com- 
ing even with the eaves. Then lay up the roof, same 
as in shingling, lapping the felt two-thirds at each layer 
and leaving one-third exposed, cementing each sheet 
together with the composition, thus making the felt 
three thicknesses, and all cemented together with the 
composition. 

The felt is not stuck to the boards, but is held to 
its place by roofing tins. These are put up and down 
the roof, about eight inches apart, and about four feet 
between the rows, nailed down with shingle nails. 

At the eaves and ends of the building, if there are 
no walls above the level of the roof, use lath, nailing 
them fairly down; and where there are walls, chim- 
neys or skylights, the felt should run up their sides 
about an inch or half-inch, and a lath or strip of wood 
nailed into the corner, and when the composition is 
applied these corners should be heavily coated. In 
working around chimneys and skylights, it is a good 
plan to use an extra thickness of felt. 

After the felt is all put on and secured, commence 
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at the top of the roof to apply the composition and 
gravel by first pouring a strip or ridge of gravel up 
and down the roof; then as fast as one man mops on 
the composition, another scrapes the gravel into it while 
the composition is hot. The composition is put on 
with a mop as plentifully as possible without having 
it run, taking a strip down the roof as wide as one can 
conveniently swing a mop. 

Care should be taken in getting on the felt as 
smooth and even as possible. The better the felt is 
laid, the better the roof. The composition cements 
together and holds the gravel. The composition should 
be heated to as near a boiling point as possible, BUT 
NOT ALLOWED TO BOIL. In case the felt should get 
broken, the holes should be patched before putting on 
the composition and gravel. 

It takes about 50 pounds of felt, 100 pounds of 
composition, one-fifth of a yard of gravel to the square 
of 100 feet. The gravel should be free from sand 
and loam, and from the size of a kernel of wheat to 
that of a hickory nut, or as near as possible. 

In brick buildings, where the walls come above the 
roof, it is a good plan to have scantling inserted in 
the wall instead of one course of brick, the lower edge 
of the scantling being even with the upper edge of the 
roof-boards. 

This gives a secure fastening for the felt, which 
is nailed into it through a lath and prevents any possi- 
bility of a leak.

AMALGAMATED ASSOCIATION DECLARES A 
STRIKE. 


Like a thunderclap in a clear sky comes the an- 
nouncement that the Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Plate Workers have declared a strike 
against the American Sheet Steel Association and the 
American Steel Hoop Co. 

The situation is rather unique, inasmuch as the 
two companies agree to the demands of the association 
in every way pertaining to wages, etc., in the mills over 
which the Amalgamated Association has jurisdiction. 
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The officials of the Amalgamated Association argue that 
inasmuch as the American Tin Plate Co. and the Re- 
public Iron and Steel Co. have signed the tin plate and 
bar iron scales the other two combinations*should do 
likewise. They, however, lose sight of the fact that at 
all the plants of the two combinations the association 
has lodges, which is not the case with the American 
Sheet Steel Co. and the American Steel Hoop Co. 

The demands of the association amount practically 
to a request for the officials of the two companies to es- 
tablish association lodges at their plants where the Amal- 
gamated Association officers after years of labor have 


- been unable to enlist the interest of the men in their or- 


ganization. The outlook is that there will be a bitter 
and protracted strike.

THE DEMAND F’R SHINGLE NAILS. 


As will have been noticed by our market reports 
lately, a brisk trade has been doing in cut shingle nails. 
We are told by those in the trade that this is not the 
result of any impulsive and sudden demand; it is due 
to a reaction which has been gradually developing in 
favor of cut nails for shingling - purposes. 

It is said that after long experience it has been 
found that the cut shingle nail is less subject to im- 
pairment by rust than the wire shingle nail. In the 
United States the wire nail manufacturers have been 
trying to overcome this objection by galvanizing their 
shingle nails. But there arises another difficulty, for 
galvanizing, while it increases the wearing property of 
the nails, also increases their cost, and this enhances 
their price to such an extent as to put them out of 
serious competition with the cut article. 

Owing to the increasing demand, together with the 
brief temporary closing down of one of the makers, the 
supply of cut shingle nails in Canada fell below the 
demand, but this difficulty no longer exists—Canadian 
Hardware.

The London spot market was 10s higher, closing 
at £129, but futures lost £2. The English market is 
at present undergoing strong manipulation. The 
Singapore quotation showed a decline of £1 10s. A 
special London cable to the New York Metal Exchange 
gives Straits shipments for the second half of June 
as follows: To United States, 520 tons; to Londou 
1,100 tons; to European continent, 370 tons; total, 
1,990 tons; first half of June, 2,340 tons, making 
total for month 4,330 tons, against 3,880 against June, 
1900. 





IRON AND STEEL. 

There is no change in prices anywhere along the 
line and general conditions in iron and steel markets 
are favorable. Little or no apprehension is felt as 
to the strike troubles, which there are already pros- 
pects may soon be at an end. Moreover, this is a sea- 
son when many mills close down anyway. The Bes- 
semer iron market continues to rule strong owing to 
the recent heavy buying for the present month, and 
it is said that furnaces in the Mahoning and Shenango 
valleys have less than 20,000 tons of Bessemer aVail- 
able and unsold for the next month. 

Pittsburg advices say: The furnace operators are 
inclined to ask a higher price for delivery after August 
than now prevails, and it is predicted that the price 
will be fixed at $16.50 to $16.75 per ton, delivered 
here. Forge iron is in better demand at $14 per ton, 
delivered Pittsburg, and sales of one 3,000-ton lot have 
been made at this price for delivery up to September. 
Foundry iron continues quiet.

St. Louis reported a steady market, with sales of 100 
tons soft Missouri at 4.30c; chemical, 4.35c. Soft 
Spanish lead was unchanged in London at £12 8s 9d 
and English lead at £12 15s.
